Victory Fleet 
The S. S. United Victory, first of the new fleet 
of Victory ships, was launched the other day at 
Henry Kaiser's Portland, Ore., yards. 
And with it 
was launched an ambitious American progium of 


post-war shipping. 
The Victory is a fast cargo v essel 
fast enough 
to sail without conv oy and to cut a Liberty ships 
round-trip time to England by two-thirds. 
For «11 
its heroic indispensable serv ice, the Libeitv is ou t ­ 
moded. 
It would be useless in competitiv e peace­ 
time trade. 
So it was v ery lik ely the Victory that 
Rear Admiral Howard Vick ery, the Maritime Com­ 
mission’s v ice chairman, had in mind when he told 
the 
British Ministry of Shipping: 
“The 
United 
States intends to become a maritime nation, and to 
remain one after the war. 
That this is a new, or rather, a rev iv ed am bi­ 
tion is shown by shipping figures. 
Not since the 
Civ il War has as much as 50 p e r cent of our for­ 
eign trade been transported in American ships. 
At 
the turn of the century th<- figure was about 
10 
per cent, and as recently as 1939 less than a quarter 
of our trade was carried in our own v essels. 
But this war has taught us the v alue of an ade­ 
quate m erchant fleet as an instrument ot national 
defense. 
Our shortage of ships, coupled with sub­ 
marine sink ings, taught what was v ery nearly a 
disastrous lesson. 
It is unlik ely, then, that we shall 
again subscribe to the idea that, since other na­ 
tions with lower wage-scales can carry our goods 
for less, wc should let them do so. 
America's emergence as a power in m erchant 
shipping, howev er, carries its own set of peculiar 
post-war problems. 
First of all, there will need to 
be complete and friendly co-operation and under­ 
standing among the v arious nations, particularly 
between this country and Great Britain. 
Britain receiv ed Admiral Vick ery's statement, 
quoted abov e, in good grace. 
As this friendly threat 
to British maritime eminence becomes a reality, 
this country's job will be to preserv e that feeling of 
good grace without back ing down on its own ex­ 
pressed intentions. 
These and many other problems are bound to 
come up. Their solution, and the settling of similar 
problems in all fields, is going to require much of 
the justice and generosity and friendly understand­ 
ing that now unites these sev eral nations in their 
determination to defeat their enemies quick ly and 
decisiv ely.

C. I. O. Gloom-Gathering 
The C. I. O. Political Action Committee hold a 
rather gloomy meeting in New York the other day. 
W hat engendered the gloom Was not the fact that 
the attorney general 
ha s announced an immediate 
inv estigation ot the committee s purposes and funds. 
¡Rather, the long faces resulted from sev eral speak - 
’rs’ apprehensiv e v iews of otu post-war economy. 
What alarmed them particularly was Alfred P. 
S loa n’s 
estimate of a national peace-time income 
if Si00.000.000,000, which the head man of Gen­ 
eral Motors made at a recent National Associa­ 
tion of Manufacturers conv ention. 
Sidney Hillman, the committee chairman, point­ 
ed out that v ictory would find us with a national 
income of $150,000,000,000, and with 10 million serv ­ 
icemen needing job.« in priv ate industry. 
“ A drop in national income to $100,000,000,000,” 
he said, "would immediately giv e us an unemployed 
arm y of 10 to 15 million American work ers, 
it 
would ruin our farmers, throw thousands of busi­ 
ness men to the wall, and catapult us down a spiral 
of deflation that would mak e the crash of 1929 fee! 
-oft. as a featherbed." 
[’here are too many unpredictables, of course, 
for Mr Hillman or Mr. Sloan or anyone else to draw 
in adv ance an accurate picture of business immedi­ 
ately after v ictory. 
But Mr. Hillman’s dismal pan­ 
oram a seems a bit ov erdone. 
To be sure, a $100,- 
000.000,000 national income would be a 33 1-3 per 
cent drop from our present lev el. 
But it is also 
24 
per < < nt abov e our pre-war lev el of $76,000,000,000 
in 1910 (when considerable w ar production was al­ 
ready under way), 30 per cent ov ei the last purely 
peacetime year of 
1930, and 
18 per cent higher 
than the prev ious top of $82,000,000,000 in the lush 
and cock eyed year of 1929. 
Perhaps Mr. Hillman figures that there is noth­ 
ing inflated about our present wartim e income. P er­ 
haps lie feels that billions spent for productiv e ci­ 
v ilian goods 
and serv ices are rio more oi an eco­ 
nomic stimulant than billions spent on military ex­ 
pendable« . 
If he's right, then there is cause for 
gloom. 
But such premises, which seem to go with 
Mr. Hillman’s prognosis, are open to question. 
Not that there isn’t plenty to worry about 
The 
problems of industrial reconv ersion and manpower 
rehabilitation must be solv ed quick ly and wisely as 
a basis for any income speculation. 
And their so­ 
lution is a v ast, and complex job that will demand 
the co-operation of Mi 
Hillman 
Mr. Sloan, and 
all the 1 w*st minds in industry, labor and gov ern­ 
ment. 
It is (lie way that job is done, not the predic­ 
tions of Alfred Sloan or Sidney Hillman, that will 
determine onr immediate post-war income. 


Sa v ing Bo nds 
As the Fourth W ar Loan Driv e gets under way, 
tnd people prepare to "buy more in 
’44". It is en­ 
couraging to note how tightly most <>f us hav e hung 
onto the first three issues. 
From May I, 1911, until 
the end of 1913, Americans had bought more than 
$25,000,000,000 In Series E, F and G bonds. 
Re­ 
demptions np to that time amounted to $1,763,- 
000,000 or 7 per cent —including the accrued inter­ 
est. 
That seems to us a rem ark ably good record. 
And it is interesting to lenrn from Treasury sta tis­ 
tics, that most bonds were cashed in at C hristm as 
time, during the flu epidemic, and in months when 
taxes were due. 
That's all right, too. 
It is bet­ 
ter to sacrifice a bond than to be haunted by de­ 
linquent. taxes, unpaid doctor hills or the thought 
that you scrimped on the k ids « t Christmas. 
And we suspect that a good share of that 
cashed-in $1,763,000,000 found its way back into 
Uncle Sam ’s sock anyway, in taxes or more bonds.

J^ IC H old Mrs. Figgott had be­ 
come bored with Ev ery Man 
being a priest, and for two years 
now Dr. Planish had been with 
the Blessed to Giv e Brotherhood.

Dr. Planish didn’t v ery much 
lik e his commander, Deacon Ernest 
Wheyfish, to whom Peony referred 
as "Soapy Ernie,” but with him

tak en profound 
grad­ 
uate work in the professions of 
fund-raising 
and 
organization 
executiv ity. 
“W hat we need today is to pc: 
ceiv e that raising money, racing 
lots of money not for one single 
second stopping in raising all the 
money we possibly can and then 
going beyond that and doing the 
impossible in money-raising—this 
is not, as some old-fashioned sen 
timentalists Lik e to think , just a 
minor detail and bother in organi­ 
zational work , but our first big 
duty, our v ery biggest one, first, 
last and all the t.me. 
‘‘We all talk too much about the

r r i l E Hon. Ernest Wheyfish, ex- 
congressman, author of "Mak e 
Them Pay While They Pray,” was 
not a nice man, but he was an 
authority on Gn ing to Philanthro­ 
pies, and an inspired diagnostician 
of Prospects. Let him tak e an or­ 
dinary suck er list and he could, 
by innate gcniu;, by an inner and 
spiritual no« c, smell out the fact 
that this name was useless, but 
that other mark ed a man who 
could be encouraged to double his 
annual contribution. 
He stood 
four-square on the 
principle that, far from harv esting 
only the rich and middle class, 
we ought to look on the glorious 
majority of the poor as a philan­ 
thropic field yet unplowed, but so 
fertile that the pioneer fund-raiser 
could only lift up his eyes in 
thank sgiv ing. 
"What really gets my goat is 
the 
highly 
undemocratic 
belief 
that the ma. s of the people are so 
miserably 
shiftless 
and 
ornery 
that they don’t ev en want to join 
their betters in giv ing. I tell you. 
I come from the commonest k ind 
of common people, and I resent 
the imputation against the morale 
of this great class, and the u n­

fails to see that here is not a 
negligible but the v ery most im 
portanl source of fund-raising. 
"It's the deepest and richest 
mine in the country, and yet it

£ R N E ST WHEYFISH was the 
first organizator to go right 
after 
the 
l a r g e 
corporations, 
which, to sav e their corporate 
souls and k eep down income taxes, 
were now sending check s to phil­ 
anthropies. As he himself gaily 
said, "No one else put so much 
punch into selling the fat boys on 
the idea that we who tote the 
griev ous 
load of raising 
funds 
should be tak en as seriously in 
the financial line as any other 
merchant.” So it came to pass that 
i corporation which employed two 
chemists, 
three industrial engi­ 
neers, a Burmese explorer, an in­ 
terpreter, and a press agent to 
reduce the cost of cable $00.0001 
per yard, handed ov er large check s 
to Deacon Wheyfish for distribu­ 
tion as he pleased—merely with 
the prayer that this offering to the 
tribal priesthood might, by some 
pious magic, propitiate the dark 
diabolic powers of the New Deal 
and the Congre 
Wheyfish, a little later, was one 
of the first to note that w hen the 
Gov ernment permitted a fifteen 
per cent deduction from income 
taxes 
for 
charities, 
this 
really 
didn’t mean that the tax-payer 
co u ld giv e away fifteen per cent, 
but that he h a d to giv e it, and that 
Ernest Wheyfish was practically 
the Gov ernment official put there 
to receiv e it. His new "literature,” 
prepared 
by

rianish, 
was 
starred and shining with refer­ 
ences to "15 |xn* cent—be gener­ 
ous without its costing anything,” 
and hinted that if you didn’t do 
this.

merely tak e it in taxes anyway, 
and waste it on a lot of worthless 
loafers, so that a gift to Wheyfish 
was practically a social duty.

recent proceedings before a con­ 
gressional 
body 
in 
Washington, 
Henry Kaiser was criticized for 
dealing with a union representa­ 
tiv e who had caused strik es and 
slowdowns in im portant aircraft 
production. 
The man had been 
shown to be a liar on his oath 
and otherwise crook ed and had 
changed his identity sev eral times. 
A more ev il and dangerous man 
in a position of such power to ob­ 
struct the w ar effort of a patriot­ 
ic people to the peril of their 
sons 
and of the nation could 
not 
be 
imagined. He had adm itted before 
a congressional committee that he 
was ruthless, utterly selfish and, 
in round numbers, a rogue. 
One m ember rem ark ed tha t Mr. 
Kaiser did not hav e to deal with 
such a man and Mr. Kaiser 
re ­ 
plied, with great restraint, "I dis­ 
agree with you.” 
Mr, Kaiser, unfortunately, was 
right. Under the laws passed by 
congress and 
by 
the failure of 
congress to amend and supplement 
those laws, any employer, wheth- 
i r he is engaged in w ar work or 
priv ate industry, must meet and 
negotiate with the agent, of his 
employees no m atter 
how 
that 
agent acquired his authority and 
regardless of his chaiacter. 
He 
may be a k nown criminal, he may 
hav e muse|i*d his way into power, 
but congress, itself, has said that 
the e m p loye r 
must negotiate with 
him. And congress also has said 
that the gov ernment, m ust recog­ 
nize him as a legitimate repre­ 
sentativ e of labor and m ay not 
inqum e into his 
character 
or 
challenge his credentials. 
This state of affairs obv iously 
leav es the employer, the public, 
the w arriors and the work er« m 
a helpless position. 
Uongress 
has 
refused 
to 
lay 
down any rules gov erning the in­ 
ternal conduct of unions, whether 
the election of their officers 
(he 
method of v oting on strik es oi 
other issues, 
the punishment 
of 
members for Indiscipline or their 
persecution for opposing corrupt 
leadership, or the control of union 
funds. It is true that the house of 
representativ es has a good record 
of sev eral honest attem pts to 
r e ­ 
form this situation but the fact 
remains that congress as a whole 
m ust tak e the responsibility for 
the v alidity of Mr. Kaiser's an­ 
swer: "I disagree with you ” And 
the guiltiest 
group in congress, 
the men ultim ately to blame for 
this, are tho senate committee on 
education and labor 
(Elbert 
D. 
Thomas, of Utah, chairman) who 
block ed reform s that, 
had 
gone 
through the house. 
F a r from protecting the people 
from union corruption and sabo­ 
tage and m anifestations of fas­ 
cism 
and 
national socialism 
by 
unions m collusion with the gov ­ 
ernment, congress has ev en au ­ 
thorized gov ernm ent agencies to 
compel employers to driv e citizens 
into unions against their will and 
to mak e them stay in good stand ­ 
ing. By authority of congress and 
in default of reform, thousands of 
work ers on v ital w ar jobs are for- 
hidden to produce to the limit of 
their 
normal 
ability 
while 
the 
president and the secretary of w ar 
call for conscription of all able- 
bodied men and women up to 65 
to redress a mythical labor short­ 
age. This demand for conscrip­ 
tion of labor was intended to pre­ 
v ent strik es of which there hav e 
been 5138 in two years since pearl 
Harbor, according to 
a 
figure 
from the Iron 
Ago accepted as 
authentic by a special committee 
of the house in the absence of 
reliable data from the departm ent 
of lalxn* which cannot be relied on 
to tell the truth. And by this pro­ 
posal the entire civ ilian population 
could 
be 
placed 
in 
inv oluntary 
serv itude a t arbitrary wages and 
most driv en into these unions un­ 
der these lawless conditions to a- 
tone for President Roosev elt's po­ 
lities and the failure of congress 
to bring unions under law. 
And the 
blame 
for 
all 
this 
rests on congress, particularly on 
the 
s e na te which has played low 
and cynical politics with the new 
deal, the, underworld and the had 
men of the American Federation 
of Labor and the CIO at the ex­ 
pense of labor and the whole peo- 
p|r of the United States.

Congress, which writes the tax 
laws, apparently is trying to pin 
the rap for the present compli­ 
cated income tax forms on the 
treasury. 
A number of congressmen, both 
in speeches on Capitol Hill and on 
v isits home 
during 
the holiday 
recess, hav e pointed the finger a t 
tin treasury when the subject of 
the income tax has come up. Yet. 
congress usually thumbs its nose 
at treasury recommendations. 
The treasury,s internal rev enue 
bureau says it. would lik e to sim ­ 
plify the tax blank s if it could. 
The difficulty lies with the tax 
laws themselv es. 
Income tax law 
has been built up piecemeal. Bits 
hav e been 
added from year to 
year, other bits k nock ed out. 
A real simplification job will 
hav e to s ta rt from scratch. 
Howev er, 
the 
extraordinary 
complexities 
of 
this year's tax 
blank s won’t hav e to he repeated. 
The shift to pay-as-you-go piled 
complication on complication. 
When 
congress 
declined—under 
thorat of presidential v eto 
to go 
along 
with the idea 
generally 
credited 
to Beardsley Kuml 
of 
sk ipping a whole tax year in ord­ 
er to start pay-as-you-go, it got 
snarled up 
in more 
and more 
k nots. 
It canceled 7 5 per cent (or $50) 
of one year's taxes. 
That, left 
25 
per cent, ordered paid in 
1914 and 
1915. 
This had the effect, rough- 


ly, of increasing taxes 
by 12 U 
per cent for each of these two 
years —an effect which could hav e 
been obtained by sk ipping a tax 
year and adjusting new tax rates. 
But some feared 
such 
a boost 
would become perm anent. 
The loudest 
argum ent 
raised 
against the Ruinl plan was the 
contention that some persons of 
large income would stand to gain 
huge amounts. 
As a result, con­ 
gress wrote m a so-called “anti- 
windfall" 
prov ision 
intended 
to 
catch some taxes on the otherwise 
"forgiv en" part of some large in­ 
comes. 
And now? 
Senate 
and 
house 
conferees 
agreed yesterday to eliminating 
this "windfall" 
prov ision 
from 
the law. 
The most complicated feature 
of the income tax blank is the 
section dealing with the v ictory 
tax. which certainly was the m ost 
inv olv ed 
rev enue-raiser congress 
had created within memory. 
F or the 
future, some simpli­ 
fication will be achiev ed if the con­ 
ferees' plan for a flat 3 per cent 
v ictory tax replaces the present 
system of a 5 per cent gross tax 
minus an assortm ent of credits 
based on m arital status and num ­ 
ber of dependents. 
Both houses 
of congress 
are 
agreed 
on 
k nock ing 
out 
the 
earned income credit, 
now al­ 
lowed in figuring the normal tax 
but not the surtax. 
That is an­ 
other step tow ard simplification.

A large scale 
offensiv e 
was 
launched 
by tin1 united nations 
troops around Cassino 
and the 
whole west 
end of the Rapido 
riv er line on which 
hav e been 
inching our wav for week s. 
The 
attack 
was 
pursued 
with 
such 
v igor that the Nazis rushed two 
or three div isions to tha t front. 
This greatly weak ened the forces 
around Rome 
which 
otherwise 
would hav e been av ailable to con­ 
test the landing. 
Unlik e Salerno, 
this 
tune wc 
had adequate air protection. 
The 
main battle line is only 60 miles 
south of the landing spot, and our 
airfields 10 or 20 
miles behind 
that line.

Rome had been heav ily dam aged; 
railroads and highways leading to 
the front had been well blasted.

arrangem ents

the Germans from sending troops
